Dr. Atwood 
was told that the charge against him 
would be changed from assault to kill 
to murder in the first degree 
Ar- 
rangements were made to remove At- 
wood to courr, where he was arraign- 
ed on a murder charge. He pleaded 
"not guilty," and was held without 
bail to await the decision of the grand 
jury. 
He is twenty-three years old 
and his reputation, according to his 
intimates, has been good up to' the 
time his unfortunate love affair cul- 
minated in the death of Miss Adams 
by poisoning, supposedly self-adminis- 
tered, and

Harris.

which the German lines extend to the 
eastward. 


Somi> of the most stubborn fighting 
which has now lasted nearly a month] 
has occurred in the streets of the vil- 
lage, which the Germans have forti- 
fied until it became one of the strong- 
est points on their line. Every house 
had to be fought for and taken sepa- 
rately, and the British, after obtain- 
ing po.;=ession of a considerable por- 
tion of the village, were subjected to 
counter attacks for several days and 
ihen again received the initiative until 
the whole place fell before their on- 
slaught. 


The Gorman general regarded the 
possession of Pozieres as so import- 
ant that they brought reinforcements 
from troops which had been fighting 
in the Verdun section, and these held 
to part ol the village until driven out 
or captured in hand-to-hand fighting.
